These are simple words, which contain a clarification of how we worship Allah in 
matters related to Aslud-din 1 , which a person's Islam cannot be correct without. I wrote 
it as a shortened and summarized version, so that it would be a support to the 
Muivahhidun (Islamic monotheists), a jewel for close friends (of Allah) and the 
believers, and an equipment for them in the call towards this religion.

1 Translator: The Fundament of the religion of Islam ( Tawhid ), which a person must have in order for 
his religion and worship to be accepted by Allah. This Fundament is the meaning of "La ilaha ilia Allah" 
(there is no-one worthy of worship except Allah), which annulles all worship for everything besides 
Allah - which is called taghut - and confirms Allah as the Only One worthy of worship. 
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"And whosoever disbelieves in Allah, His Angels, His Books, His Messengers, and 
the Last Day, then indeed he has strayed far away." (An-Nisa 4:136)

This 
religion is Tawhld which is knowing, hating and leaving the act of shirk, and witnessing that whoever 
does not know shirk, or commits this evil act is not upon the religion of the prophets. Al-lslam al-khas 
(the specific Islam) is the belief in the prophet of a current time and the legislation that he came with.

Al-kufr bit-taghiit is the rejection of everything and everyone 
that is being worshipped besides Allah by not worshipping it, rejecting divinity for it and witnessing 
that whoever worships a taghut is a believer in it and a disbeliever in the Oneness of Allah, and thereby 
a mushrik.

So the legislation is exclusively the right of Allah, and it is from the unique 
characteristics of His Rububiyyah and Uluhiyyah, so He alone. The Glorified, is the 
determiner of orders and prohibitions, and what is halal (lawful) and haram 
(forbidden). So whoever legislates has verily challenged Allah in His Rububiyyah and 
His Uluhiyyah and thereby he is a kafir. And those who first and foremest are included 
in this are: The rulers and the members of legislating parliaments and gatherings, and 
the likes of these, where they raise themselves as legislators with Allah. And with this 
(follows), that whoever participates in their votings and elections, or is satisfied with 
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this, even though he did not vote for them, has indeed chosen alihah (pi. ilah ) with 
Allah. And whoever does this he is a mushrik and a kafir. 6

The third: The tahakum (seeking judgment) from (the laws of) Allah alone, and the 
belief that seeking judgment with others than Allah is shirk and kufr, because it is 
worship of others than Allah. 

And what is meant by tahakum: Is the seeking of judgment (decision) in disagreements 
(and disputes), and it is at least between two persons. So whoever seeks judgment with 
other than Allah's Shari'ah (Islamic Legislation) - as it occurs in the manmade courts 
and the likes of these - without being forced ( ikrah ) to do this 7 , he is a mushrik and a 
kafir. 


And regarding the one who allows in the case of darurah (necessity), in issues where 
they name it rights - or something similar to this - then he is worse than the first, and 
he is caller to daldl (misguidance), and considers shirk to Allah as being lawful, and by 
this he is a mushrik and a kafir.

Firstly: Islam must be proven, no one can be considered a Muslim, except the one whos 
entrance (in Islam) has been proven, and the proof of his baraah (disaccosiation) 
towards shirk and its followers has appeared (become visible). Kufr in its basis is 
nihilistic, so kufr is the lack of Iman. So whoever wants to be a Muslim, then it is 
obligatory upon him to enter in it, and to show what points out his baraah towards 
shirk and its followers.

Rather according to what is 
mentioned in the text after this saying, it is established that the Islamic signs today are not sufficient 
for judging a person as a Muslim unless this points out his disassociation towards shirk and its people. 
But saying that the basis today is that all people are upon shirk is wrong since there can and do exist 
muwahhidun in the ignorant societies today that we do not know about. This is like the saying of the 
scholars of the Da'wah of Najd when they said about the situation in their time:

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Thirdly: The spread of shirk in its categories among the people, and the appearance 
thereof without denial (of it), and especially the most obvious of its types, like the shirk 
of the grave worshippers. Because you are almost not capable of finding anyone from 
the people, who considers the one committing this type of shirk as mushrik, even among 
those who acknowledges the action as being shirk.

The sixth: Then if you take a look at those whom they have named "Al-Jama'at al- 
Islamiyyah", especially “Al-Jihadiyyah as-Salafiyyah" and the likes of these, of those who 
call to the fighting of taghut - as they claim - then verily you will find them in shirk 
and drowning in its sludge.

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Firstly: That the condition for considering words and actions as entering a person in 
Islam, is that it points out baraah towards shirk and its followers and (that it is) a sign 
that the followers of Islam (uses to) distinguish others than them from the followers of 
shirk with. Even though (and if) the sign might be something which is common 
between the followers of Islam and the followers of shirk, then no one is considered a 
Muslim based on this - not to talk about that it, for the intellectuals, is a proof for the 
opposite. Verily did (the pronounciation of) "La ilaha ilia Allah", for the mushrikun (pi. 
mushrik ) of Makkah, make the one who said it Sabian 12 and loyal to the religion of 
Muhammad Hi. So the pronounciation of this was in this time a proof for the baraah 
towards shirk and its followers. However today, those who claim to be from the 
religion of Islam, all of them say this, and they verily add on top of this some of the 
Islamic rituals (or signs), or many of them. So the rulers, their helpers and their soldiers 
all do this, even others than them from the Milal (religions) of shirk does this or some 
of it; like the grave worshippers, the Rawafid and the likes of these from those who are 
far away from the religion. So for this reason the determined in this religion is, that 
Islam is not proven just by the mere association and claim, rather the baraah towards 
shirk and its followers must be proven before the judgment of Islam is given.

Secondly: The inhabitants of Makkah and what is around it was on the religion of 
Ibrahim iHi and Isma'il Wr Then came ‘Amr ibn Luhay al-Khuzd'iy and beautified shirk 
for the people, and commanded them to worship the statues (idols). So shirk was 
spread and became prevalent in areas of the cities. Then when the Prophet m was sent, 
he judged them as being upon shirk: 




"Say: ‘0 you disbelievers (kafirun)!' " (Al-Kafirun 109:1)

And he did not consider what they held on to, of leftovers from the religion of Ibrahim 
$@, as something that forbade to judge them as being upon this (shirk). So he didn't 
judge them as being upon Islam, despite (the fact) that they performed the rituals of 
Hajj, 'Umrah, Tawdf al-Bayt, Sadaqah, Siydm, Ta'dhim al-Bayt al-Hardm and their belief in 
Allahs Rububiyyah, that He is the Creator and the Provider. Nor did he judge them as 
being upon Islam, despite of their claim that they were on the Millah (religion) of 
Ibrahim >0, and not with their bragging about belonging to it, when they did not free 
themselves ( bardah ) from shirk and its followers. 

So the same way that the Prophet m did not consider what they performed of the 
rituals and what was inherited from the religion of Ibrahim i®, as a proof for their 
bardah towards shirk and their staying on the religion of Ibrahim : 0 ; , then likewise 
today the rituals of those who associate themselves with Islam is not a proof for their 
bardah towards shirk, and that they are on the religion of Muhammad m.

Thridly: The consensus of the Sahabah regarding declaring Takfir on Banu Hamfah 
from the followers of Musaylamah and others like them, as it is well-known, despite 
the fact that most of these were from the mob and the ignorant who followed every 
cry 13 , and with this they used to pray and fast and say "La ilaha ilia Allah". But all this 
did not forbid that they were judged as being upon kufr and shirk and riddah (apostasy) 
from the religion of Allah. And the Sahabah treated them all with the same treatment.

Fouthly: Add to all this that there is not in the Book and the Sunnah, what points out 
that the mentioned signs must be considered as proof for Islam in every situation. The 
evidences of the Shari'ah verily point's out that they only are taken into consideration 
when the signs are proof for the baraah towards shirk and its followers, and if not then 
not. Because, among the kuffar and the mushrikun are those where (the witnessing of) 
"La ilaha ilia Allah" is enough, and from them are those where this is not enough for 
them until they add the witnessing of al-Masih is the slave of Allah and His Messenger, 
like the Christians, and from them are those where this is not enough until he performs 
the actions of Islam, like the murtad until he leaves whatever was the reason for his 
riddah , and makes tawbah from this... and so on.

Allah (is allowed), and other than this from the actions of shirk = they are kuffdr and 
mushrikun both their groups and their individuals. 

And this group is present now in different places such as Lebanon, 'Iraq and Iran from 
those they call Al-jafariyyah or Al-Ithna 'ashriyyah or Al-Imamiyyah or Al-Matawilah as 
the average people call them in some of the countries. 

Regarding Al-Ismd'Iliyyah and An-Nusayriyyah and Ad-Duruz and their kinds, from Al- 
Batiniyyah, then they are worse in shirk and kufr than these (previously mentioned). 

So whoever does not declare takfir upon all of these categories or some of them, or 
stops (in takfir) regarding them, or says that they are kuffdr as a group but not their 
individuals, or differentiates between their average ones and their leaders, he is a 

kafir. 20 


20 Translator: All these groups are groups of shirk and kufr, and most of them are worse in shirk and kufr 
than the jews and the Christians. So whoever does not declare takfir upon these groups and their 
members without any exception - after knowing what they believe in - has not fulfilled the 
requirements for Islam, because it is required that he declares takfir upon every one who commits major 
shirk.

And thereafter: And these are the requested lines for the pillars of man and its 
fundament, which the Islam of a person cannot be correct except by it. And verily have 
I sometimes found it necassery, through it (the text), to mention what does not belong 


to Aslul-hnan (The fundament of Iman), but what follows with it. And this is what the 


context and the entirety of the words calls for (or demands), of what is counted in the 
principles of Ahlus-Sunnah wal-Jama'ah . 25 



I ask al-Mawla (the Lord) - The Glorified - to benefit the author and the reader with it, 
and whoever helps to spread it, and to guide us all to the Straight Path. All praise is 
due to the Lord of all the worlds, and may Allahs peace and blessing be upon the seal 
of the prophets and messengers. 


25 Translator: The Author has during the text several times mentioned issues which are not from Aslud- 
din (The Fundament of the religion of Islam), where anybody who does not fullfill its requirements is 
kafir, but instead issues from Usiil Ad-Din (The Principles of the religion) and Furu' Ad-Din (The 
Branches of the religion). This is for example the detailed desciptions of the angels and the prophets. In 
Aslud-din, which consist of knowing, hating and rejecting shirk and whoever commits it, Takfir on the 
tawdghit and witnessing that the worship of it is false, belief in the Last Day and the belief in al-Qadar, 
there is no excuse for not fulfilling these and whoever does not do so is a kafir. Whoever does not 
worship Allah alone due to kibr (arrogance) is also a kafir even if this is only in a single act of worship. 
But in matters from Usiil Ad-Din (The Principles of the religion) and Furu' Ad-Din (The Branches of the 
religion) the situation of the mistaken person is taken into consideration. If he makes a mistake in an 
issue which is not clear ( Masalah Khafiyyah) and he has an excuse (ignorance, wrong interpretation, effort 
to find the truth or blindfollowing) then the takfir upon him is only declared if he rejects the hujjah after 
it has been established upon him. If the issue is well known ( Masalah Dhdhirah) or known by necessity 
from the religion ( Ma'lum min ad-Din bid-Dariirah), then the person is not excused in this issue, and the 
takfir will be declared upon him. 
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
